The men, as
they arrive, will be formed into compan-
ies and regiments irrespectiva of States
from’' which they come. They will bé

and referring only to the position which”
the respective regiments will occopy in
the Grand Army of the United States.
By this process all State Tines will be ob-
literated in the army, and this step will
before long be followed by another, doing
away with all State authorities in other
malters,
